Experience guides Y leader

President Rex E. Lee is beginning 
his third year as head of one of the 
nation’s largest private universities. 

“Frankly, I’ve never had quite this 
large an organization that I’ve been 
responsible for,” President Lee has 
said in the past about his job. 

“It’s been different from other 
things I’ve done in my life. In many 
respects, it’s been similar.” 

His past experience has helped him 
take over the reins of leadership at 
BYU. President Lee’s wife, Sister 
Janet Lee, said in an earlier interview 
that when they found out he was to be 
BYU’s president, it was a surprise for 
them both. 

Looking back, however, she said 
everything in his life pointed toward 
it. 

President Lee received a bachelor’s 
degree from BYU in 1960 and gradu- 
ated first in his class from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Law School in 1963. 
He also holds five honorary Doctor of 
Law degrees. 

After graduating from law school, 
President Lee served for a year as a 
law clerk to United States Supreme 
Court Justice Byron R. White. For

at Jennings, Strouss and Salmon. 

In 1971, President Lee served as 
founding dean of BYU’s J. Reuben 
Clark Law School. He then worked in 
1975 as assistant attorney general in 
the civil division of the United States 
Department of Justice. 

President Lee again served as dean 
of BY U’s law school and as a profes- 
sor of law from 1977 to 1981. He be- 
came the Solicitor General of the 
United States in 1981, serving until 
1985 in that capacity. 

For the next four years, President 
Lee was a partner at the law firm of 
Sidley and Austin and taught at the J. 


- Reuben Clark Law School. 


Then in 1989, he became the 10th 
president of BYU. 

President Lee is more than a well- 
known attorney and BYU’s presi- 
dent. He is also an avid jogger. He ran 
in many marathons and jogs several 
miles a week with his wife, President 
Lee said. 

His bout with cancer hasn’t stopped 
him from running. President Lee’s 
cancer is “long range and incurable,” 
he said in an earlier interview. How- 
ever, “my health is good,” and “it’s 
the kind of thing that, literally, I can 
live with,” he said.

His medication, called interferon, 
controls the cancer, similar to the way 
insulin controls diabetes, he said. 

The drug’s main side effect is fa- 
tigue. 

However, President Lee has said 
he is still on the go. “I’m doing every- 
thing that I used to do. There is noth- 
ing that I used to do that I am not now 
doing,” he said. 

When President Lee first became 
president of BYU in 1989, Stan L. 
Albrecht, academic vice president, 
said President Lee’s enthusiasm for 
his job as president is one of the main 
things he enjoys about working with 
him 


“T think that he really does enjoy 
being president of BYU because of 
the challenge and opportunity that is 
provided,” Albrecht said. 

“Rex is an exuberant person who 
gives life his all. He’s always been 
that way,” Sister Lee said in a past 
interview. 

President Lee was raised in St. 
John’s, Ariz. He served a mission in 
Mexico from 1955 to 1998 for The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

President and Sister Lee are the 
parents of seven children and have 
several grandchildren.

are involved 


inthe admission process

The incoming freshman class is 
one of the best prepared groups to 
ever enter BYU, according to a 
statement from President Rex E. 
Lee’s office. 

Admission criteria consists of per- 
sonal worthiness, a look at the indi- 
vidual courses taken in high school, 
grade point average — adjusted ac- 
cording to the difficulty of courses 
taken — ACT scores and the per- 
centage of courses that are college 
level, said Erlend Peterson, dean of 
admissions and records. 

This year’s admission process has 
been different because the univer- 
sity has taken steps to ensure fair- 
ness in considering applications. 
“We've included aspects other than 
ACT scores and GPA’s in order to 
have more information from which to 
make a decision,” Peterson said. 

The kinds of classes a person takes 
in high school are as important as 
grades. “A person can have straight 
“A’s” in basketweaving, but lose out 


(in the admission process) to some- 
one who took harder classes and 
maybe has a little bit lower GPA,” 
Paul Richards, director of Public 
Communications, said. 

Amy Coleman, 18, from Auburn, 
Calif., said she thinks looking at 
classes is a good idea. “The valedic- 
torian of my high school class didn’t 
get a scholarship or anything, be- 
cause she didn’t take very hard 
classes and wasn’t involved in any 
activities. But some of us with 
lower GPA’s, but harder classes, 
got scholarships to BYU.” 

ACT scores are important be- 
cause they account for about one- 
third of the application decision. “A 
lot of my friends weren’t accepted 
because their ACT scores were too 
low,” said Matt McCauley, 18, from 
Grass Valley, Calif. 

Richards said the essay, a new 
admission requirement, is also 
valuable in determining accep- 
tance. “The essay helps us under- 
stand an applicant’s basic commu- 
nication skills, writing ability and 
personality.”

Incoming students face changes 
made in Honor Code, standards

Incoming freshmen have the dis- 
tinct honor of being the first class at- 
tending BY U under a new honor code 
based on principles rather than rules. 

The code, approved March 6, 1991, 
consists of adherence to the Thir- 
teenth Article of Faith of The Church 
of Jesus and Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. The Dress and Grooming 
Standards are based on LDS Church 
publication “For the Strength of 
Youth.” 

The most noticeable change in the 
dress standards comes in knee-length 
shorts that are now allowed.

Utah politics to be recast in ‘92 


Two of state’s top spots will be vacated at end of terms

With just more than a year before 
the 1992 elections, the political issues 
hottest in Utah deal with who’s run- 
ning for the state’s top political of- 
fices, and who’s not. 

Already two of Utah’s most promi- 
nent politicians have announced they 
will not seek re-election. 

Two-term Republican Gov. Nor- 
man Bangerter announced last winter 
he will not run for the governor’s post 
in 1992. A few months later, Republi- 
can Jake Garn, a member of the U.S. 
Senate for 18 years, also announced 
he will not seek re-election. 

However, both Bangerter and 
Garn will continue to hold their offices 
through 1992.

} gives free legal advice

Students who think no one will lis- 
ten to their problems about finances, 
landlords or taxes need look no fur- 
ther than the Ombudsman’s Office, 
where fellow students are willing to 
help. 

Sponsored by BYUSA, the om- 
budsman program is designed to act 
as a mediator between students and 
the community or students and the 
university in giving students legal ad- 
vice. 

According to Justine Sirken, 20, 
from Gaylord, Mich., whois the direc- 
tor of the Ombudsman’s Office, the 
complaints handled most often by om- 
budsman volunteers are utility dis- 
putes between roommates and dis- 
agreements between tenants and 
landlords. 

Sirken said many times students 
sign contracts without reading them 
or just don’t understand contracts be- 
fore signing them. 

Sirken also said students can be left 
with costly bills by not having their 
roommates sign anything saying they 
sin share the responsibility for the 

ills. 

“We spend a lot of time solving 
problems between roommates re- 
garding finances,” Sirken said. 

Although most of the ombudsman 
cases concern housing and roommate 
disputes, the office also handles ques- 
tions ranging from bad investments 
to traffic violations to income taxes. 

“We encourage people to call us be- 
cause most of the time their problems 
are caused by miscommunication,” 
Sirken said. “If the problem can’t be 
solved over the phone then we try to 
get the two parties to sit down so we 
can act as an objective third party and 
help them work out their differ- 
ences.” 

Ifthe ombudsman staff cannot help 
with students’ problems, it will tell 
those students where they can get 
help. 

According to. Sirken, the staff re- 
ceives between 130-160 calls each 
month, about five or six per day. 

“Most of our calls are from people 
who want to find out what they are 
entitled to under the law and what 
their rights are,” Sirken said. “But 
we get about 40-50 cases a month that 
we spend a lot of time on doing work 
and research.” 

Sirken said the staff does legal re- 
search that students are unable to do 
themselves. Because the ombudsman 
staff is interested in law and legal re- 
search, Sirken said students should 
feel confident in requesting help from 
them. 

And even though the staff is com- 
posed solely of students who have no 
professional legal experience, they 
have been very successful in their ef- 
forts. 

According to Sirken, last year the 
ombudsman staff helped students 
save approximately $250,000 they 
would have paid in legal fees and 
fines.

Test taking 
needn't be 
so taxing

The Testing Center was developed 
to ease the problems of issuing tests 
in the classroom and to give students 
the opportunity of taking tests at 
their own convenience, said Lewis 
Wood, manager of the Testing Cen- 


er. 

The Testing Center has been part 
of campus life since the early 1950’s. 
Its first location was in barracks 
where the Ernest L. Wilkinson Cen- 
ter is now. 

Then it bounced from the Harold B. 
Lee Library to the Administrative 
Building. 

Since 1984, the Testing Center has 
made its home in the Heber J. Grant 
Building, once home to BYU’s li- 
brary. 

Today it can seat approximately 
5,000 students. 

A picture ID is required to take a 
test in the Testing Center. 

However, “anything with your pic- 
ture and Social Security number will 
work,” said Gaylene Sabin, Testing 
Center assistant. 

Students should also make sure 
they know what test they are taking, 
what class they are enrolled in and the 
section number for the class, Wood 
said. 

“Most importantly, make sure you 
have an adequate supply of No. 2 pen- 
cils and your own scrap paper,” he 
said. 

To beat crowds, Wood advised stu- 
dents should come early in the day, 
because in the afternoon the lines get 
longer and can add to test anxiety. 

Over the years the Testing Center 
has caused a lot of anxious moments in 
many students, but that can be over- 
come by knowing what to expect. 

“Many people I know, the Testing 
Center makes them nervous, and 
they really don’t test well there,” said 
Lonnie Truman, 22, from Enterprise, 
majoring in pre-physical therapy. “To 
make it easier, just go to the Testing 
Center and take a few minutes to get 
used to the surroundings and take a 
few deep breaths.” 

“It’s no big thing taking tests there, 
because it really doesn’t differ from 
the class,” Wood said. 

But some of the best advice about 
taking tests in the Testing Center 
comes from Ginna Armstrong, 20, 
from Lancaster, Penn., majoring in 
nursing. “No advice can really help, 
but just go in and take the test as 
quickly as possible and get out of 
there.”

Bestor said. 

Although very little can be done by 
the athletes or coaches to elevate an 
extramural sport to NCAA status, in- 
troducing a new sport into the pro- 
gram is possible.

Birk also earned All-American hon- 
ors in both cross country and track as 
a senior and was named to the 1990 
Cross Country Academic All-Ameri- 
can team. 

“T have never had an easier athlete 
to coach in my life,” Shane said. 

In June she was the top collegiate 
3,000-meter runner at the Mobil-TAC

Games in Sheffield, England. 

Birk is now eligible for Utah’s

BYU’s Honors Program encour- 
ages interested and dedicated stu- 
dents to register for Honors classes 
and become involved in its challeng- 
ing general education curriculum. 
Unlike most other universities, BYU 


‘ does not require placement testing or 


a minimum GPA and invites all stu- 
dents to participate. 

Most freshman honors students are 
prepared to do more reading and 
writing than is required in regular 
university courses. 

The Honors Program is intended 
for students with a 3.8 high school 
GPA and an ACT score of at least 27. 

Many honors students have partici- 
pated in high school Advanced Place- 
ment programs as well. 

Between 800 and 1,000 freshmen 
have participated in the program in 
each of the last three years. 

In order to receive an honors dis- 
tinction at graduation, students must 
complete a percentage of their gen- 


eral education requirements in the 


Honors program. 

They must also read and report to 
honors faculty members on 50 major 
works of literature and complete a 
substantial senior thesis. 

Students are welcome to partici- 
pate in the Honors Program without 
intending to graduate with honors.

One part of the new JSB that won’t 
be completed by Tuesday is the audi- 
torium, but that should be completed 
by Oct. 1. 

The old JSB is scheduled to be de- 
molished in mid-September, but stu- 
dents shouldn’t be looking forward to 
anew parking lot. 

In an interview with The Universe 
in July, Norm Faldmo, director of 
planning, said the area where the old 
JSB now stands will be an open land- 
scaped corridor.

Advisement centers primarily help 
students plan schedules for complet- 
ing general education requirements 
and seeking minors. 

Although there are a myriad of pos- 
sible classes, Rich said students 
should plan their schedules carefully 
in order to graduate in four years. 

Students are required to register 
for as few as 12 credits to attain full- 
time status, but advisement centers 
explain that most degree programs 
require eight 16-credit semesters to 
graduate in four years. 

Students should also be aware that 
completing major and GE require- 
ments may not fill all of the credits 
required to graduate from BYU; a 
minimum of 128 is required. 

Students are also often reminded 
they must complete 32 credits to ad- 
vance in class standing - attending 
two semesters at BYU will not auto- 
matically make you a sophomore. 

Students who do not track their 
academic progress through advise- 
ment centers often become fifth and 
sixth year seniors. 

Most advisement centers are will- 
ing to answer questions about almost 
anything and encourage students to 
come and ask questions rather than 
try to guess or create their own meth- 
ods of completing degree programs. 


Students should not worry about 
being able to ask specifie questions 
but should have an idea of what they 
want to know. 

Rich said,“The most important 
thing is that when new students have 
questions, they shouldn’t ask their 
roommates or call up mom and dad. 
They should go to an advisement cen- 
ter.” 

Advisement centers also help stu- 
dents register for upper division 
classes in their majors and often work 
to create needed extra sections. 

Each college advisement center fo- 
cuses on a specific BY U college and all 
centers are on campus. 

Students can find room numbers, 
building names and phone numbers to 
call for appointments in the BYU Di- 
rectory. 

Although it can be difficult to se- 
cure appointments during the first 
and last few weeks of each semester, 
students should not become frus- 
trated and should continue trying to 
meet with a counselor. 

The worst time to go to an advise- 
ment center is during a class break 
without an appointment, Rich said. 
“Be patient, we’re there to help stu- 
dents,” Rich said. 

Remember, the only 11 ways out of 
BYU with adegree begin in thecollege 
advisement centers. 


Learn howto learn 
with general education 


Different courses may stir interests

Got the GE blues? 

So do many incoming students who 
are concerned about how they will 
perform in college-level classes and 
wonder about the necessity of general 
education classes. 

Why take GE? 
teaching _assis- 
tant at the Gen- 
eral Education 
Guidance Center, 
said GE courses 
help you learn 
how to learn and 
aid you in learn- 
ing for the rest of 
your life. She said 
that such courses 
give students a 
broader view of . 
the world and hu- 
mankind and help 
them become 
more aware of 
who they are and how they fit in cul- 
turally. 

Critical judgment and_ thinking 
skills that are learned in GE classes 
also refine students, Landon said. 

Another reason for GE courses is 
that not all freshmen know what they 
want to choose as a career. 

The choosing of a major is an impor- 

tant decision. It doesn’t just last for 
the extent of your college career, but 
throughout the rest of your life. Are 
you sure you want to be a nurse, doc- 
tor, engineer, writer, teacher or 
whatever you've chosen for the rest of 
your life? 
GE classes expose students to a lot of 
different fields. The students still de- 
ciding on a major then know more 
about what is available. 

Even some students who have cho- 
sen their fields of study change ma- 
jors because of a new interest a GE 
class has inspired. One biology pro- 
fessor said he changed his major from 
political science to biology because he 
took “one of those stupid GE biology 
classes” which he would have never 
taken unless it was required, and he 
found out he loved biology: 

Many students think GE courses 
will be an extension of their high 
school classes. Landon said this is not 
SO. 

“High School lays the ground work 
and helps prepare students for higher 
learning, but college courses are 
much more rigorous. There is more 
writing, and material is covered much 
faster,” he said. 

There are approximately 900 stu- 
dents enrolled in each section of Biol- 
ogy 100; 900 in American Heritage; 
and 350 in Physical Science. 

Twenty to 30 students fill English 
115, Math 110, Physical Education 
129 and Religion 121 courses. 

These GE classes may be much 
larger than students are used to in 
high school. 

There are approximately 13 to 17 
general education classes required for 
incoming freshmen, although ad- 
vanced placement credits and lan- 
guage experience can reduce that 
number. 

These requirements include seven 
religion courses, three Physical Edu- 
cation courses, one Health course,

When should GE classes be com- 
pleted? Students are encouraged to 
complete the freshman English and 
precollege mathe- 
matics _require- 
ments during 
their first year at 
e university. 
They are also en- 
couraged to com- 
plete American 
Heritage, Biology 
and Physical Sci- 
ence their fresh- 
man year. The 
History of Civi- 
lization sequence 
generally should 
be taken during

How should students choose GE 
classes? According to BYU’s course 
catalog, it is wise to meet the GE 
requirements by selecting courses 
that your major will not lead you to 
confront. Your GE courses should 
give you necessary background to 
learn more about a subject on your 
own. 

So what can students do to be bet- 
ter prepared? According to handouts 
from the Counseling and Develop- 
ment Center in the Spencer W. Kim- 
ball Tower, some guidelines for effec- 
tive study are as follows: 

*Read class material before class. 

*Study in a place free of distrac- 
tions. 

*Allow two hours of study for every 
class hour. 

*Write legible notes the first time. 

*Schedule class and study time to 
not exceed 10 hours a day. 

*Allow 10-minute study breaks for 
every 50 minutes of study.

U.S. 89. 

i \As well as winter skiing, Sundance 


offers a program called the Mt. Tim- 
panogos Hike and Bike. 

A pass can be purchased which al- 
lows use of the resort’s ski lifts to 
carry both hikers and riders with 
their mountain bikes to the top of the 
lift, where they can opt to either ride 
or hike down. 

There are also several trails which 
wind across the hills and fields just 
below Mt. Timpanogos. The Hike 
and Bike program is open on 
Wednesday nights and weekends, as 
well as holidays. 

Sundance requires a helmet for all 
mountain bike riders using the Sun- 
dance facilities. 

Another possible day trip begins 
at the Sundance parking lot and ter- 
minates at Stewart Falls, a large wa- 
terfall. 

Only hikers are permitted farther 
up the trail, but the trail ends at the 
summit of Mt. Timpanogos, which 
tower's at 11,750 feet. 

Another popular off-road moun- 
tain bike ride begins in Rock 
Canyon, which lies directly above 
the Provo Temple of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Following the trail, which winds 
through Rock Canyon until it meets 
Squaw Peak Road, results in a loop —

Ophir, named after the land on 
which King Solomon’s mines were 
situated, still has a few residents, 
according to Bill Weir’s book, “Utah 
Handbook.” 

A few of the town’s buildings have 
been restored, but most of the town 
has been reclaimed by time. 

Mercur, named after deposits of 
mercury and gold ore which have 
been mined from the area since the 
1870's, boomed and then died. 

The ghost town is owned by Bar- 
rick Mercur Gold Mines, and the 
company has constructed an infor- 
mation center which houses memo- 
rabilia from the town’s “boom” days, 
according to Weir. 

Both Mereur and Ophir are lo- 
eated west of Utah Lake just off 
State Route 78.

These figures are exceeded by the total amount 
of money spent by BYU employees and students 
paying for housing, food, clothing and other living 
expenses. 

But to most of BY U’s students, Provo is a college 
town.

UTA offers transportation options

The Utah Transit Authority is do- 
ing what it can to make transporta- 
tion more convenient and economical 
for BYU students and the Utah Val- 
ley community. 

The UTA, commonly known as 
“The Bus,” has increased its service 
throughout Provo and Orem during 
the past year. It has also expanded 
into Springville, putting nearly any 
destination in the community within 
walking distance, according to the 
UTA. 

The UTA also provides buses that 
travel on “express routes” to and 
from Salt Lake City each hour. 

Hight of the UTA’s 14 Utah Valley 
routes pass through BYU, which 


said there has also been a 15 percent 
increase in ridership this year, with 


an average of 9,200 riders each day in | 


the valley. 

However, the 37 buses used in the 
Provo area are usually less crowded 
than those in larger cities, 

While some people complain of 
buses being behind schedule, reliabil- 
ity studies conducted monthly by 
UTA show that the Provo-Orem area 
has the highest reliability rate in the 
UTA system, Utah Valley’s buses 
are on schedule 98 percent of the 
time, according to Barnes. 

Sam Lee, 18, a freshman from 
Springville, often rides the bus to 


school. He’s following a tradition 


started by his father, John Lee, who 
works in BY U’s microbiology depart- 
ment. John rides the bus to work each 


day. 

“T think it’s a great way to get to 
school;”, Samsaid. 

Regular bus fares are 65 cents a 
ride, while the express bus fare is 
$1.50 each way. Students may pur- 
chase a student bus pass for $15 per 
month with a current activity card. 

Bus schedules and passes are avail- 
able at the BYU Bookstore and at 
Smith’s Food and Drug at 850 N. 200 
West, according to the UTA.

Volun- 
teers can spend as little as one hour every two 
weeks to as much as 30 hours per week, depending 
on the program in which they are involved, she 
said.

He said many clubs use Orientation 
Week as a chance to encourage new 
members to join.

Some of the clubs participating in 
the Lunch on the Green include the 
Baptist Student Union, which pro- 
vides a Bible study group; Circle K, a 
service and leadership organization; 
Cougar Squares, a square dancing 
club; Eco Response Club and Student 
Clean Air League, environmental 
groups; the Intercollegiate Knights, 
also a service club, probably best- 
known for lighting the Y; and Phi Eta 
Sigma, an academic organization for 
freshman. 

Once the year begins, clubs partici- 
pate in Friday Night Live and the 
BYUSA Book Exchange. Clubs use 
these events as fundraisers. Many or- 
ganizations also help out with service 
projects during Y Days. 

Not all clubs and groups at school 
are chartered by BYU. Many of the 
social clubs, once associated with the 
university, went off campus in 1961, 
when the Board of Trustees deter- 
mined their missions were not in line 
with BYU's. 

BYUSA sponsors four types of or- 
ganizations: special interest clubs, in- 
volvement clubs, cultural clubs and 
service clubs. 

According to BYUSA, ¢lubs char- 
tered with BYU must “reflect the 
high ideals and standards to which the 
university is dedicated.”
